The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's 
full translation of JP 61-37516 is appreciated and has been reviewed carefully. It is 
evident that function timer 1 14 is acting as a primitive load detection device in view of 
the fact that on page 13, second full paragraph of the translation other temperature 
dependent load detection schemes may be substituted. None of the prior art taken 
alone or in combination teaches the use of a downstream evaporator temperature (or a 
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directly correlated temperature) used in the claimed manner in this type of system. The 
term "direct" has been inserted in the specification and claims because it is inherently 
supported by the original disclosure and defines over the alternative load detection 
schemes disclosed on page 13, second full paragraph of the translation of JP 61-37516.
